It is widely 
believed that the plan links an Iraqi 
withdrawal from Kuwait to guaran- 
tees that President Saddam Hus- 
sein’s government could remain in 
power in Iraq. 

A Soviet spokesman indicated the 
Kremlin expects a response from Iraq 
by Thursday. President Bush told re- 
porters that Gorbachev had been in- 
formed that the plan falls short of 
U.S. requirements.

WASHINGTON President 
Bush on Tuesday dismissed a Soviet 
proposal for ending the war in the 
Persian Gulf as “well short of what 
would be required.” The Pentagon 
declared its readiness to fight a 
ground war against Iraq and pre- 
dicted victory “in short order.” 

Defense Secretary Dick Cheney 
told Congress that any pause in the 
war would allow Saddam Hussein to 
regroup his army, which has been 
weakened by relentless air strikes. 
“A cease-fire, a pause of some kind, 
would in fact be very dangerous from 


forces,” Cheney said. 

Washington was abuzz with spec- 
ulation that a ground war was immi- 
nent. “The general expectation is it’s 
not far off,” Sen. Claiborne Pell, D-

After a day of silence about 
Moscow’s proposal to end the war, 
Bush declared it was inadequate. 


Yeltsin demands reform

MOSCOW — Boris N. Yeltsin 
made an unprecedented televised ap- 
peal Tuesday for the resignation of 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev, accusing the 
Soviet president of sacrificing re- 
forms in a drive for personal power. 

Yeltsin has been a strident and fre- 
quent critic of Gorbachev, but never 
before called for him to step down. 
The attack seemed certain to exacer- 
bate the enmity between the two men 
and to heighten the Soviet political 
crisis. 

“T war ned in 1987 that Gorbachey 
has in his character a tendency to ab- 
solute personal power,” Yeltsin said. 
“He has done all that and has led the 
country to a dictatorship, giving it a 
pretty name: presidential rule.” 

As president of Russia, the largest 
Soviet republic, Yeltsin enjoys im- 
mense personal popularity but has 
had difficulty parlaying that into the 
kind of political pawer Gorbachev 
wields. Gorbachev has run the Soviet 
Union for nearly six years but has 
been widely criticized for the failing 
economy and the increasing disorder 
in society. 

Yeltsin’s nationwide broadcast was 
a first for the Soviet Union: never 
before had an opposition leader been 
granted so much time on state-con- 
trolled television.

His remarks came after most gov- 
ernment offices closed but before 
peak viewing hours. There was no im- 
mediate reaction from Kremlin 
spokesmen. 

Yeltsin said his biggest mistake 
since becoming president of the Rus- 
sian Federation parliament last May 
was placing too much trust in Gor- 
bachev’s promises of economic and 
political reform. 

Power should be shifted from the 
central government to the 15 repub- 
lies, he said.

Mexico agrees to debt-for-nature swap 


WASHINGTON — An environmental group will pay off $4 million worth of 
Mexico’s foreign debt in return for that nation’s pledge to boost spending for 
conservation, according to an agreement signed Tuesday. 

It was the first time Mexico had agreed to a so-called debt-for-nature swap, 
which many conservationists see as an important tool to. help developing 
countries ease their economic burdens and devote more resources to the 
environment. 

Mexico has more species of plants and animals than all but three other 
countries in the world, said Russell Mittermeier, president of Conservation 
International, a Washington environmental group that arranged the swap. 

“Many people know Mexico as a mega-debtor, but too few realize that it is a 
mega-diversity country as well,” said Mittermeier in a statement. 

The 13 nations that Mittermeier calls “mega-diversity countries” contain 60 
percent of the world’s plant and animal species. They are therefore a particu- 
larly important target for conservation efforts, Mittermeier said. 

Mexico’s foreign debt of more than $100 billion is the world’s third highest, 
after the United States and Brazil. 

The crushing foreign debt burdens of many developing countries has made it 
difficult for them to devote substantial resources to conservation. 


Bracelets remind Americans of POWs 


Seeking a symbol more personal than yellow ribbons, many Americans are 
wearing thin bands of copper, aluminum or brass to proclaim their determina- 
tion that prisoners of the Persian Gulf War will not be forgotten. 

“We're keeping our morale up back home by helping these mothers and 
sisters keep up their morale so that they can keep up their soldiers’ morale,” 
gaid Dorris Prevou, who owns Mr. Trophy, a small shop outside Chattanooga, 

enn. 

Mr. Trophy has sold thousands — she says she doesn’t know just how many 
— of $3 bracelets engraved with “Operation Desert Storm — ’Til They All 
Come Home.” 

Gestures have been important in this war, even though it is barely a month 
old: American flags and yellow ribbons and Desert Storm T-shirts, Whitney 
Houston singing the “Star-Spangled Banner,” hundreds of thousands of valen- 
tines for servicemen and women. So far, probably fewer than 100,000 
bracelets have been made, compared with approximately 5 million made 
during the Vietnam War. 


Latest attacks prove IRA not dormant 


LONDON — The Irish Republican Army bombing of Victoria Station has 
reminded the British that the IRA can randomly attack almost anywhere, as it 
did in the 1970s at pubs, shops and railroad stations. 

Some analysts believe the intention is to subject London to the disruption 
and security checks that are part of life in Belfast, capital of the British 
province of Northern. Ireland. 

“In the IRA there’s a feeling that events in Northern Ireland have been 
contained somewhat and most British people dismiss news of things happening 
there,” said Ian Geldard, a researcher at London’s Institute for the Study of 
Terrorism. 

“But when they come over here and attack in London in particular they are 
bringing the war right to our doorsteps,” Geldard added in an interview. 

The bomb that killed a 36-year-old civil servant and injured 40 people at 
Victoria Station on Monday was the IRA’s first lethal attack on a crowded, 
purely civilian target in an English city since the 1983 bombing of Harrods 
department store. 


U.S. Court to rule on military leave case 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court said Tuesday it will decide whether 
employers ever may bar their workers from serving in the military or military 
reserves. 

The court said it will review a U.S. district judge’s ruling in Alabama that 
oud an employee’s request for a military leave may be denied if it is “unreason- 
able.” 

The Bush administration asked the justices to reverse the lower court’s 
decision. “In view of Congress’ increasing reliance on the reserve forces as an 
integral part of the nation’s military preparedness, the question is one of great 
importance,” Justice Department lawyers said.

SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Supreme Court has taken under advise- 
ment a petition from Alpine residents who want a public referendum on 
reinstating former police Chief Brent Leseberg. 

John Anderson, who with his wife, Marilyn, leads a citizens’ group, said 
court officials on Tuesday gave no indication of when they would rule on the 
petition. The group wants a public referendum on reinstatement of Leseberg, 
a 12-year veteran of the police department who was fired in October by Mayor 
Elaine Barnes. : 

Leseberg later was allowed to resign after the city and Leseberg agreed not 
to publicly discuss reasons for his departure. However, before the agreement 
was signed, city officials discussed low morale in the department. 

The Andersons and others rallied in support of Leseberg, claiming that his 
firing is a result of a personality conflict with the new mayor and not a case of 
wrongdoing on the chief’s part.

Orem reviews budget; 
new firehouse wanted

Anew firehouse — fully staffed and 
furnished with trucks and equipment 
—a slightly enlarged fitness center, 
roads widened and repaired, an in- 
door ice skating rink and rate in- 
creases in water use and garbage 
dumping are just some of the things 
the Orem City Council is considering 
in its proposed five-year budget. 

They met Tuesday night to discuss 
city plans for the next half decade. 

In that meeting, the council fore- 
casted what it believed will be its fi- 
nancial situation over that period of 
time. 

According to its forecasts, Orem 
City’s expenses should be slightly un- 
der $16 million for 1991, but are ex- 
pected to rise to almost $19 million by 
1996. 

Representatives of each of Orem 
city’s departments, such as public 
works and public safety, met with the 
city council to recommend changes 
they felt to be both necessary and 
beneficial to the city and their individ- 
ual departments. 


Among some of the issues dis- 
cussed at the meeting was the envi- 
ronmental problem Orem faces. 

Mayor S. Blaine Willes suggested 
that the council consider, as a possible 
solution, hiring a compliance officer 
who would monitor levels of carbon 
monoxide and watch for other envi- 
ronmental related problems so that 
the city will be able to correct prob- 
lems ahead of time, and avoid being 
slapped with heavy fines. 

The public safety department, in 
addition to proposing a new fire- 
house, suggested the headquarters of 
their police department be expanded 
to meet its ever-growing demands. 

It was also suggested in the meet- 
ing that the council remembers as it 
considers its new budget that the li- 
brary is having problems with in- 
creased use and over-crowding of re- 
sources. 

The city council is scheduled to 
meet again in the near future to dis- 
cuss all of these issues so that neces- 
sary changes can be included in its 
budget for the new fiscal year. which 
starts in July.

Property owners fail to reach agreement

A resolution to fix charges on 
waste collection services was passed 
by the Provo City Council after public 
concerns were expressed. It will now 
cost Provo citizens $9.50 for the first 
garbage container collected and $5.00 
for additional containers. 

Mayor Joseph A. Jenkins said the 
raise in cost was needed to meet EPA 
regulations mandated to cities across 
the U.S. “We don’t feel good about 
raising rates, but we have no choice. 
it is the only EPA*certified landfill

Students should be aware that 
working in a foreign country presents 
unique challenges because of local 
laws. For example, most Americans 
receive a five-year multiple entry 
visa, which must be renewed every 
two months with a stipulation that 
they leave the country after six 
months. 

Visa renewal involves either show- 
ing proof one has paid taxes or leaving 
the country for a minimum of three 
days and re-entering. 

Those who opted to leave the 
county to renew their visas often 
spent more money than they would 
have if they had paid their taxes. 

Most American students go with 
the goal of saving money but fall short 
of their expectations because they 
spend their money partying, Felsted 
said. 

The narrow and crowded streets of 
Taiwan were the scene of Felsted’s 
motorcycle accident, which put him in 
a local hospital. “I was operated on in 
the lobby of a gross and dirty hospi- 
tal,” Felsted said. Felsted was re- 
quired to pay cash on the spot for 
services rendered since there is no 
insurance or national health plans in 
Taiwan. 

Landing English-teaching jobs is 
easier said than done in Taiwan. Some 
people begin the job search in Amer- 
ica and sign contracts that limit their 
ability to earn money, Treanor said. 
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'ttudents head east for jobs 


“Signing a contract for $24,000 a year 
may sound like good money in Amer- 
ica; however, expenses in the Orient 
will make this barely enough to sur- 
vive on,” Treanor said. 

The best way to approach employ- 
ment opportunities is by networking 
through other Americans and teach- 
ing at several different locations, Tre- 
anor said. 

The English teaching business is 
very competitive in Taiwan, and em- 
ployers usually will not be too excited 
with employees who work at several 
locations, Treanor said. 

A normal teaching day begins by 
teaching preschool and kindergarten 
children basic greetings, Felsted 
said. “Kids would get bored if their 
teacher didn’t keep them enter- 
tained,” Felsted said. He often would 
plan a game and sing songs that in- 
volved a lot of funny hand motions. 

Treanor, Peterson and Felsted 
worked at schools called “bushibons,” 
which are actually private English 
schools. 

The best time to go to Taiwan is in 
the fall when everyone is returning to 
college, while the worst time is in the 
spring as competition for jobs stiffens 
with an influx of college students hop- 
ing to teach English, Treanor said.

Now, about 70 percent of the slick is thought to have 
been caused by the Iraqis, a ranking official at the Meteo- 
rological and Environmental Protection Agency said, on 
condition of anonymity. 

U.S. F-111 fighter-bombers halted the Iraqi spill by 
bombing the manifold that controls the flow of oil at 
Kuwait’s Sea Island Terminal. 

Western military officers have said American attacks 
on Iraqi tankers off Kuwait early in the war had caused a 
spill and U.S. shelling of coastal installations had con- 
tributed to it. 

At the time, U.S. military spokesmen said a “small 
slick” resulted from attacks on a tanker they said was 
involved in reconnaissance on the allied armada in the 
gulf. 

The Saudi official confirmed previous reports that the 
first crude to wash up on Saudi shores resulted from an 
American attack. 

On Tuesday, the slick was less than 10 miles north of 
Jubail, where the huge desalting plant is located. Much of 
Saudi Arabia relies on desalting plants for water.

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Housing loan 
tentatively 
approved

The Utah County Housing Au- 
thority has given preliminary 
loan approval to a Lehi rental re- 
habilitation project. 

The project consists of restor- 
ing a building built in 1911 in or- 
der to accommodate senior citi- 
zens that may not have the 
income to pay for the facility. The 
building is now an apartment 
complex. 

It is not the first project of this 
type in Utah County. Lynn Rob- 
bins, who has a management firm 
that manages similar projects, 
said the funds are available to 
help these people who have little 
or no income. But other bigger 
firms are not willing to go 
through the hassle of helping fill 
out the paper work needed to 
qualify for the funds, and conse- 
quently, the lower income senior 
citizens are left out, she said. 

“Tf these people were on their 
own, they would not be able to 
live independently; they would be 
in a nursing home,” Robbins said. 

Nursing home bills are usually 
paid by Medicare and end up cost- 
ing much more than rent at this 
project, she said. 

Gerry York, owner of the Lehi 
building, said about half of the 
existing walls will be removed. 
The building is seismically in good 
shape, said Alan Poulson, an ar- 
chitect involved with the project. 

The problems do not involve 
the structural quality, however. 
More people seem concerned with 
the financial questions. 

County Commissioner Richard 
Johnson, amember of the housing 
board, said, “Before I would feel 
comfortable with the proposal I 
would need to see a cost esti- 
mate.” 

Housing authority loans carry 
a low interest rate and are used in 
rehabilitation projects such as 
this one, but care must be taken 
to ensure that the housing will be 
used for low-income families. 

Board member Ron Hawkins 
said he has no problem with the 
concept of the project. However, 
he did not want to approve a low- 
interest loan for a project that 
might be sold for a large profit 
later. 

Robbins said due to the tax 
credits for this type of project, it 
could not be sold without paying 
big penalties to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service. When completed, 
the new building will house up to 
63 self-sufficient elderly people in 
35 units.
